price of freih uues. We would rather 
go without eggs for a few weeks, or 
pay DO cents a dozen for those that are 
perfectly fresh, when we feel that we 
just have them, than lo Uke those 
limed, tailed, pickled abominations, 
that need to hare th« flavor disguised 
with all aorts of spices in order to in- 
due* Ihe victim to eat It or the food in 
which U U put. 


Like the old Kngllsh countrywoman, 


we "have an opinion of anybody who 
will call an egg fresh when a hen hag 
not seen it for two weeks." Perhaps 
there are some people who would not 
know the difference, hut poultry-keep- 
ers ought to. Tbe use of oleo Instead 
of butter ib a wholesome and epicurean 
practice compared to that of selling slx- 
monthB-old eggs as being just as good 
aa fresh, and the woman who would 
pack them down for family use, when 
she has a place to keep a half dozen 
hens, deserves to he fed on stale eggs, 
cooked in r»nci(i butter, until she is 
ashamed to look either the hen or the 
cow in the face.—[Am. Cultivator.

Scrutinize tho advertis- 
ing columns of any of our newspapers 
atid ice tbo overwhelming number of 
tbote who seek employment having 
nothing to offer but willing bauds and 
feet, ordinary intelligence and very lit- 
tle education. 


Just look at tho army of clerks aud 


so called book-keepers constantly of- 
fering Iheir set vices; indeed, it would 
be more truthful to say begging for 
employment at anything that offers.

who, from small begiunincs have nt- 
ained success. 


All work Is honorable and ennobling, 
nil those who, probably being idlers 
hemselves, profess to look upon tbe 
icohanic with disequnl rights, should 
emember that Idlers are always super-

On this journey of less 
than fUo hours no less than 500 persons 
stretched forlb their hands for back- 
sheesb. Of all tbe places we hive visit- 
ed, this leads in the squalor of the 
streets, four feet wide, the mud hovels, 
and tbo miserable children. The hovels 
are not as good as pig-p«nt in ^'ew Eng- 
land.
